It Is now known that in ad- 
dition to destroying the battleship 
Petropavlovsk, with her crew of near- 
ly SOO men. Including Admiral Male- 
aroff, tho Japanese succeeded In blow- 
Ing up 
the torpedo-boat 
destroyer 


He/.strashnl and that of her crew of 
fifty or more men only live escaped. 


On top of all this the huge bailie- 


ship Pobledii In her maneuvers In 
entering the harbor struck a submar- 
ine mine and was HO badly damaged 
that she had to be beached to save 
her from sinking.

ruined. 


Petropavlovck Was Torpedoed. 


Advices from both Russian and Jap- 


anese sources Indicate that the Polro- 
pavlovnk was torpedoed. It was part 
of thu Japanese plan of 
the cam- 


paign. 


Having under the guise of an at- 


tack on the harbor enticed out Ad- 
miral MakarofT, the hostile torpedo 
boats, of which It Is said there were 
four, crept up behind him as he went 
out to sea after the Japanese cruisers 
and awaited his return. 
They dealt 


tlio blow us, apparently unsuspecting, 
he was Hearing the harbor on his way 
back. 


One report Is that, having entlrcd 


Makarou* out of the harbor. Admiral 
Togo sent n torpedo boat to lay mines 
near the entrance and that In return- 
ing the battleship struck one of those 
mines and was destroyed. • The best 
accounts, however, agree In saying 
that the Pctn.pavlovtik was torpedoed 
5y the JapancKe.

Vaslli VercHtchagln, the great Rus-

Ing has been heard of him since and 
there I;; little doubt that he wa« 
drowned when the ship turned turtle. 


Reports from across the 
channel 


are still very conflicting and the final 
results of Wednesday's 
engagement 


cannot be learned. 
It scorns certain 


that Port Arthur still holds out, but 
with tho 1'etropavlovnk destroyed and 
the Poblcda HO badly damaged that 
she Is practically out of the fighting, 
tho new admiral. Prince Ouktomsky, 
Is facing fearful odds. 


Will Feel Loss of Admiral. 


Naval men hero consider the loss 


of Admiral Makaroff more disastrous 
to the Russians than would have been 
the loss of several battleships, as by 
his daring work he had for weekH 
prevented the Japanese fleet, though 
larger in numbers, from landing tho 
army that ban long been In readlncsB 
for the Invasion of southern Man* 
churia. 


With Maknroff pone and tho fleet 


practically useless there seems to bo 
no further obstacle to prevent the 
landing of an enormous army at some 
point between Port Arthur and New 
Chwang from which the Japanese can 
strike at both these cities.

Democrats' Demand for an Investigation^' Denied—The 


General Opinion Is That It Would Not 


Be a Wise Plan.

Washington, April 15,—At a confer- 


ence between Senators Allison. Aid- 
rich, Cullosu and other leaders of the 
Hunate n program of legislation for the 
remainder of the set,Mo:i wan mapped 
out. 
H was agreed that nothing would 


be done at present toward an Invcstl- 
gallon by the senate of the postofilce 
department, and there Is now consid- 
erable doubt ns to whether there will 
lie any Investigation nt nil. Tills ques- 
tion will be decided upon later. It was 
agreed that of Ihe remainder of appro- 
priation bills the measure providing 
for the government of the Panama ca- 
nal zone and some minor legislation 
would be adopted, and that congress 
would adjourn KOIIIC time during week 
nfter next, or between April -i! and 
April 2!>. It Is more than likely ad- 
journment will come on the 27th, po 
n« to glvij Henators and representa- 
tives who desire to attend the open- 
Ing ceremonies at the St. I^iuls expo- 
sition an opportunity to do so. 
The 


bill authorizing an Ismie of bonds foi 
public Improvements In the Philip- 
pines and for tlio construction of rail- 
roads In the Islands may be consider- 
ed nt. this KcaHlon, but then- Is mi cer- 
tainty about thin. 


Leaders Agree. 


The conference was an Informal onn.

Is 
extremely doubtful If anything will bo 
done In that direction nt Ibis session 
of congress at least. Tho leaders Inko 
Ihe ground thai there has been a thor- 
ough Investigation of the postofflco 
department, and that those who were 
guilty of corrupt practices and con- 
spiracies to defraud tho government 
have been removed from the service, 
some »if them have been convicted, 
and other!? an- now awaiting trial. 


Department In Good Shape. 


They also.agreed thai the affairs nt 


(he department arc now lining honest- 
ly and efficiently administered,, anil 
that all abuses which existed have 
been corroded. Charges relating to 
frauds In connection with tho weigh- 
ing of third class mall already have 
been Investigated, and there Is no ne- 
cessity, they assert, for another Inves- 
tigation at this-time. -Furthermore,. 
It was decided that It.would ho unwlne 
to start another Investigation at the 
beginning of a national campaign, and 
to permit .the Pcmocratu to drag In a 
number of InxlKiililennt . matters for 
the express purpose of making polit- 
ical capital. Tho lenders1 wero of the. 
opinion that the party could'-afford to' 
stand by Its record In correcting the 
abuses which existed In the poslofflc* 
department, notwithstanding the at- 
tacks of Democrats, and there was no 
reason for another Investigation. A 
final decision, however, has not been. 
reached, but It Is-the opinion of Re- 
publican leaders of the senate that' 
nothing will be done.
